A RAILWAY SCHEME FOR OHINA, 

A draft of a railway bill in 29 sections, 
which has been submitted to the Chinese 
Government by Commissioner Kleinwach- 
ter. is printed in the Shit-pao.  Lenislation 
after the German model seems to be aimed 
at, and the possibility of granting a mono- 
poly of railway construction to a foreign 
syndicate is provided fur. Thus, seetiun 5, 
clause 4says:—‘ If tho work of construc- 
tion should bu committed to a trustworthy 
individual or a trustworthy company end 
a railway syndicate established, then it 
may $e conceded that all railway construc- 
tion be committed to the same hands for 
60 yeura to come.” Tu another place, see 
tien 7, itis provided that foreigners toy 
hold shures, bat they must be subject to 
Chinese law as fur as these shares are con- 
cerned.
